Mrs. Emma J. Wilson of Mayesville, 
S. C., a colored woman, has been elect 
ed president of a colored farmers" 
conference. 
This is an unusual honor 
for colored men to show a colored 
woman. 
Mrs. Wilson started a school near 
Mayesville 27 years ago in a shed. 
It has now more than 500 pupils, a 
farm of 54 
acres, 
four substantial 
buildings and 13 teachers. 
It is in­ 
corporated as the Mayesville Indus­ 
trial institute, and in addition to a 
common school education it teaches 
colored boys and girls nine trades, in­ 
cluding the making of bricks. 
The 
boys of the school build their own 
trades’ building with bricks of their 
own making. 
Colored farmers from 
all parts of the state go to Mayes­ 
ville to study the advanced methods 
used on the school farm, and an ef­ 
fort is now being made to have the 
government to establish an expert- 
ment station there. 
In the normal 
department teachers, men and wom­ 
en, are trained to take charge of col­ 
ored schools.
